Before 1-235, before the Roosevelt 
Shopping Center, before the 
invention of Kool- Aid, there was 
Theodore Roosevelt High School. 
As we pause at the daw n of the new millennium, 
let us look back at the origins ot TRHS. as told in 
History of Des Moines Public Schools 1846- 
1966. 

While the oldest Des Moines high schools, 
North and East, have roots tracing to the 1 800s, 
the school board began planning in 1917 for the 
construction of TRHS and Lincoln High School, 
which have the same blueprint. TRHS replaced 
the former West High School at 15th and Center 
streets. 

TRHS and Lincoln opened at the same time in 
Sept. 1923 to welcome grades 7-12. Both were 
six-year schools until the 1960s. 

Total construction cost was about S 1 .3 million. 
The auditorium, with 2,036 seats, was claimed to 
be the largest high school auditorium west of the 
Mississippi. 

Freeway construction of Interstate 235 in 1966 
altered the land south and w est of the school since 
Center Street had to be relocated and the front 
grounds area revamped. 

One of the great inventions of the twentieth 
century, TRHS survived World War II, disco 
dancing and clear Pepsi.

From freedom of expression to 
school safety, the rules at TRHS 
have drastically changed since 
the late 1960s. 
In the late 1960s, after the Tinker vs. Des 
Moines Supreme Court ruling protecting students' 
freedom of expression, the dress code was relaxed. 
As Vice Principal Ron Adcock said, the dress 
code was changed to "allow freedom of 
expression without disturbing class." 

The early 1970s were a time of chillin' out 
max and relaxin' all cool. Back then, weapons 
were rarely brought to school. "People were too 
stoned to be harmful, " English teacher Rick 
Pfander said. 

Now, a student who brings a pocket knife to 
school can be expelled under the zero tolerance 
policy. If students defend themselves in a fight, 
they are automatically suspended from school 
for a minimum of 10 days. 

Until the late 1970s, there was also an open 
campus policy. This meant that if students had a 
study hall, a lunch period, or any other class that 
didn't require attendance, they could go where 
ever their little hearts desired. Now, freshmen 
receive referrals for going out and getting a 
cheeseburger. Any truancy from a study hall or 
academic class also receives a referral. 

No backpacks in the classroom, plus other 
security measures, were implemented after the 
Columbine High School shootings in 1999. 

We can only imagine what the rules will be 
like in another 30 years.

One year after the track team 
captured the state title, the team 
grinded away again at another 
season. The captains of the team 
were: seniors Trent Graham and 
Anthony Ziegler, juniors Matt 
Brooks Kevin Egge and James 
McNear. 

Individual performances that qualified for 
the Drake Relays were: Graham in the 3200M run 
and 1600M run and McNear in the 1 10M high 
hurdles and the 4x 1 00M relay team. The 4x8()()M 
relay and sprint medley were also both very close 
to qualifying. "We were overconfident that the 
4x800M would qualify, but we were the 1 7th team 
out of the 16 that qualify," said senior Matt 
Overton 

At the Drake Relays, Graham ran to a second 
place finish in the 3200M with a time of 9: 17.7 
and a fifth place finish in the 1600M w ith a time 
of 4:20.5. McNear ran in the qualifying heats of 
the 1 1 0M hurdles, placing third in his heat, but did 
not make the final race.

Volume 77 of the "Roughrider" was published by Herff Jones Inc. in Marceline, Missouri, with 850 
copies printed. Our sales representative was Chris Heikcs. 

Sales started off at $30, with the price raised $5 when students missed order deadlines. One hundred 
percent funded through book sales and advertising sales, the yearbook receives no school district funding. 
The yearbook was put together using six computers with Pagemaker 6.0 and Word 4.0 networked to a 
Hewett Packard LaserJet5. We used the zip disc proof program. The paper was 80 pound Bordeaux Special. 
The endsheet was white Vibracolor. 

Our theme was Faces of the Future. All sections of the book were designed and edited by co-editors-in- 
chief John Baker and Amber Olson. On the four-color lithograph cover, Herff Jones artists used a portrait 
CDrom and panel flow in Pagemaker to place about 1 600 student portraits. The school's logo was a ghosted 
airbrush litho ink. 

Body copy throughout the book was 10 point Times. Captions were 9 point Helvetica. The page folios 
were 12 point Helvetica. Fonts used in the opening section included 48-point Nadianne Book, 125-point 
Screw Ball Final, and 14-point Times Roman. The divider pages used 30-point Palatino in Pantone 30 1U 
blue, 24-point Swing in black, 90-point Nadianne Book in black, and 300-point Brush Script MT in HJ970 
silver. In the student life section, headline fonts included 36-point At Leisure W orld. 75- and 30-point 
Graphite Light. The "Face the Facts" sidebar used 36-point At Leisure World, 76- and 16-point Graphite 
Light. In the sports section, headline fonts were 55-point At Leisure World, 76- and 30-point Graphite Light. 
The "In Your Face" sidebar used 12-point Graphite Light and 25-point At Leisure World 76. 

Most photography was accomplished by student photographers in the yearbook class using the 
darkroom. Color photographs were printed by Ivy Photo. Dance photographs were EromJolesch Photography. 
Team photographs were by Mullica Photography and yearbook photographers. Senior portraits were 
submitted by individual students from a varietj of area studios. Underclass portraits w ere taken bj Herff 
Jones Photography.
